Ropes  made  extensive  purchases  of  prop¬ 
erty  along  this  road  but  was  unable  to 
hold  it  The  subsequent  owners  erenow 
realizing  the  profits  which  h«  anticipated. 
The  tract  of  farm  property  -which  he 
bought  from  the  late  George  Bradley  Is 
now  all  occupied  with  residences.  Thus. 
A.  Edison  has  recently  come  Into  the 
possession  of  the  Silver  Lake  property 
formerly  owned  by  Mr.  Ropes.  Th*  taie* 
on  this  which  were  formerly  paid,  in 
Bloomfield  will  now  be  paid  In  Bsjle- 
vllle. 


— £*8ex  truck  No.  1.,  which  has  been 
lying  at  N.  H.  Dodd’s  carriage  works  for 
the  past  few  days,  undergoing  repainting, 
is  expected  that  It  will  be  conveyed 
back  to  the  truck  house  to-day.  The 
painting  has  been  very  neatly  executed 
and  the  machine  presents  a  very  hand 
some  appearance.

Few  Wahhingtou  people  know  what  u 
aolvvfiflc  is.  They  know  that  Michigan 
id  called  the  Wolverine  state  aud  that 
Michigah  pe*>ph>  are  called  Wolverines. 
But  they  have  little  or  nf>  idea  why  tlu< 
Htato  was  bo  named  or  what  the  nick¬ 
name  means. 

The  state  is  named  after!  an  animal 
that  used  to  infest,  and  still  frequent?, 
the  dense  woods  in  tho  northern  part  of 
ihe  state,  as  well  as  iri  the  woods  of 
northern  Wisconsin  and  Canada.  Thi> 
animal  is  the  wolverine,  or,  os  the  varied 
ties  of  him  found  in  uortliern  European 
countries  are  called,  the  glutton.  They 
are  savage  L>easts,  these  wolverines  are, 
and  they  play  Bad  liavoc  with  the  cattle 
of  the  Michigan  farmers.  They  are  Like 
x  cross  between  a  wolf  and  boar.  The 
tail  and  tho  temper  resemble  those  of  a 
wotf ,  but  In  strength  and  size  and  Rav¬ 
age  ness  they  much  resemble  s  bear. 

They  are  less  clumsy  than  bears, though, 
and  they  can  climb  trees.  Many  a  hunter 
has  walked  under  a  tree  up  In  Michigan 
without  looking  for  a  wolverine  in  the 
tree  first,  and  the  wolverine  dropped 
down  on  him  from  ono  of  the1  lower 
limbs,  and  Wfore  the  next  morning  had 
saten.him  up.  buckskin  breeches  and  all, 
even  to  the  heels  of  his  hunting  l*oots. 
They  are  ugly  looking  beasts,  tho  only 
pretty  thing  about  them  being  their 
bushy  tail,  a  f.fc.t  or  bo  long.  Their  claws 
are  lunger  nn<l'sliarj»er  than  bears’,  nnd 
itberr  teeth  just  as  sharp. 

Altogether  tho  animal  is  a  very  un¬ 
pleasant  Rort  of  one  to  see  outside  of  s 
cage.  They  are  so  savage  and  bo  w  ary 
and  suspicious  that  it  is  nliu<*t  inq«>s- 
Bible  to  catch  them  alive,  and  bo  they 
don't  have  them  in  circuses  and  zoologi¬ 
cal  gardens,  and  most  people  don't  know 
what  they  are.  They  are  bo  Ravage  that 
hunters  don't  care  to  hunt  them,  and  so 
the  wolverine  has  things  about  liis  own 
w»y  where  he  lives. — Waslungt/m  t  Yitic.
